possible action): Georgette moved to change the Denio library’s hours of operation to 

Mondays & Tuesdays 12pm-5pm, Wednesdays 3pm-8pm, and Thursdays 8am-1pm. All 

voted aye. 

 

6.  Discussion and possible action on using Manpower for additional assistance in Denio 

during Summer Learning Programs and for tech assistance (For Discussion and Possible 

Action): Barbara motioned that help for the summer Learning Program and technology 

problems in Denio be made available from a current Manpower position of Michelle 

Vest, not to exceed 6 hours per week.  All voted aye. 

 

7. Discussion and possible action on purchasing a new hot water heater for the Denio 

Library, 20-30 gallon capacity in an amount not to exceed $600 (For Discussion and 

Possible Action): Georgette moved to replace the water heater with a 30 gallon tank in 

the event that it has not already been ordered through Buildings and Grounds, in an 

amount not to exceed $600.  All voted aye. 

 

8. Discussion and possible action on establishing a ‘Fines Dissolver’ program at the Denio 

Branch Library, where fines pertaining to late fees can be worked off as community 

service (For Discussion and Possible Action): Tabled until additional information can be 

presented. No action taken. 

 

9. Discussion and possible action on establishing notary services through the Denio 

Library (For Discussion and Possible Action): Georgette moved to approve establishing 

notary services for Denio through Sherry.  All voted aye. 

 

10. Discussion and possible action on two quotes obtained for a possible purchase of a 

sign for the Denio and McDermitt Branches not to exceed $6,000 (For Discussion and 

Possible Action): Mary moved to have signs built for the McDermitt and Denio Branches 

from Jim Dandy and Joe Dendary for a sum not to exceed $1,500. All voted aye.
